3. All Nationalist newspapers have been forced ‘to. suspend publication. ‘The 


Communist-controlled Masses Daily (Chun Chung Jéh Pao) and Public Bulletin 
(Kung Kung Chien Pao) are the only newspapers now published in Sian, — 


4. The possession of gold bars, silver bars, and silver dollars 4s illegal 
in Sian. Conmunist authorities are compelling the people to exchange dollars 
for People's Currency (PC) at the rate of one silver dollar to 350 PC.
